CONVICTS ESCAPE. 

Evans, the Train Robber antl Desiier- 
atlo, Brealcs Jail aud 
Escaiies. 

Tho Guard Forceil to Unlock aud 
Marched out at Pistols 
Point. 



Fkesno, Deo. 28. — Ben Scott was in 
charge of tho jail about (j-MO to-night, when 
ft man named Kd. Martell, a waiter, 
brought Convict I'lvana his dinner. Ho was 
in tho jail about fifteen ininutea. Evans 
had asked to bo removed from his cell to 
the large central enclosure. Scott went 
and unlocked the door, when Martell pre- 
sented a pistol and tokl him to open the 
doors. Scott thouglit ho was joking, and 
did not make any attempt to open the door, 
but Cliria Kvaua, vvlii iiiia always Ijcen a 
pretty good friend of .Scott's, stepped up 
and pulled a gun out of his pocket and said: 
" That's right, lien ; throw up your hands." 
Then Martell gave him a push. Sjott 
opened tho door and Murtell went with 
him, and Kvana followed about ai.x foot 
behind, walUioj; down to the outer 
door, and I'^vana aiiid to lien .Scott, "Il.dd 
up your haiida while we aenrcli }'ou." Mar- 
tell Bearched hiu while I'A-ana held a gun 
on him. .Scott u.skcd tliein to wait till be 
had locked the door, Evaun said "yes, all 
wo want is to get out of here." Seott'a atory 
ia aubatantially "I looked the door and they 
walked mo a block and a half towards Mari- 
posa street to the alloy between O. and 1' 
streets, and as wo went along wo came across 
another man ond Kvans told him in a threat- 
ening manner to come along with us. The 
fellow wo picked up was so frightened ho 
could not walk and we had to carry him and 
I was afraid ho would shoot both of us if 
we did not bring him, When we got to an 
fdley this man started running and left ua. 
Evano told me (Scott) to walk away but not 
to run. Chris, hollered not to run and I eaid 
I am not running and walked away. Kvana 
fired a {allot at me presumably to incite 
reapeot for him, lo I stepped back to the 
side of the fence, wbioh is in the shadow, 
and then turned and ran down town and 
gave the alarm." 

The delivery was tifeoted juat after 
Under Sheriff Uerry had left for his dinner, 
everything was supposed to be quiet and 
secure. This had been the custom of the 
jail. It seems that Mrs. Evans had ordered 
J^vana' dinner from two or three restaurants 
outside, that being a privilego accorded to 
Evans becauae of liia invalid condition. 
Two at least of the rcatiuranl a are known 
which sent dinner this evening. Joseph 
Stock is proprietor of one. He returned 
wi'h the dinner in his basket, as Evans liad 
already had his meai. There was great ex- 
citement in town to-night. People gath- 
ered on Mariposa street to discuss the news. 
Numerous poaaea were rapidly forincd and 
diapatched from the sheriirs olfice in every 
direction, aome on horseback, aotne in car- 
riages and sonio on foot. They started 
within an hour after tho escape. 



'FRISCO'S UNEJIPLOYEU. 

Between Two and Throe Tliousiiiid Uosldeiits 
Unable to Olitaln Work— Mciins Look- 
ing to Thflr Itelk'f- 

S.tN FiLV-NCisco, Dec. 28. — Hugh Craig, of 
the Commiasion appointed at the rooms of 
tho Chamber of Commerce yesterday after- 
noon, to devise ways and ways and means to 
relieve the unemployed of the oity, eaid to- 
day that copies of tho circular will be sent 
out inviting members of the Chamber of 
Commerco and Board of Trade of San Fran- 
cisco, the Produce Exchange, Manufactur- 
ers' Asaociation and liar Aaaociation, to- 
gether with tho heads of several departments 
of Commerce, on Friday at ^^ o'clock. The 
purpose of tho meeting ia to act in the direc- 
tion of raising a fund for employing perman- 
ent reaidcnta of San Francisco who are out 
of work. "It ia eatiinated," said Mr. Craig, 
"that there are' at leiiat 2, 100 permanent re- 
sidents and citi/.en.H of Sdn Franciaco, not a 
lloating jiopulation, who are out of work 
and who need iiiKiiediatii enjployineiit. Of 
these 2,1(JII, i)l)0 are married and 1,.")00 aro 
aiiiglo. It; ia eatiinated th:it it will require 
fl per diem lo auatain the l.oOO eingle, and 
SI. 50 per diciii for- the 1)00 married men. In 
round ligures it will coat f,'J,0U0 per diem 
for 100 days tu carry on our own work by 
tiio laboring class through the winter, or 
S.iOO,OOOin all."

.Alenibors of rarlhuiient Who Own Shares- 
Other I'roiiilni'iit .stockholders. 

r.oNKOS, Dec. 2S. — Tho attacks made by 
Homy Labouchere in Truth and in his Par- 
liamentary epecchca upon tlio conduct of the 
South African Chartered Company, in their 
campaign against tho Motubele, have moved 
tho compmy to provide the Houao of Com- 
mons wiih a liat of tluiir ahareholdera. This 
list will lie issued soon as jiiirliamentary 
papers. Contrary to general expectation, 
the liat contains the following numea ot 
members of I'arliament : Sir Charles Ddko, 
Radical: Thomaa CiliHnii llinvlea, Tory; 
Anhiiiead ISartlctt lUinl.iU-L'oults, Conaer- 
valivo ; Chii'i. V. Conybeare, l^adiciU; Sir 
TlioinaH Sutherland, Liberal- Unionist, and 
Alexander McArthur, a government whip. 
Together they have but jLS.OUO worth of 
shares. Moat of tho ahareholders havo in- 
vested only small auma. Among them are 
Mr. Sohnadhorst, tho great Liberal organ- 
izer, a host of Jows and not a few foreign- 
erf. Tho Duke of Aborcoru and Duke of 
Fife are among tho heaviest shareholders, 
i'remier Cecil Rliodes, of Cape Colony, has 
£;il),000 worth of shares. Formerly hia 
holding was £45,000 worth. 

BISUABCK'S HBALTH.

London, Doe 28.— The Hamburg corres- 
pondent of the Central News aaya : Prince 
Bismarck has boon confined to his bed by a 
cold ainoo Docombor 2li. Ho caught the 
oold oa Christmas day when he exposed 
himaolf to tho moiat air of tho park, deapito 
tho warninga of hia physioiaua. Ho ia aaid 
to be making fair progress towards re- 
covery. Dr. 8ohweninger\ is satisfied that 
he will be quite well in a few days. 



A WINE GLUT. 

Tho Jliiirnilleent Vliitajjo "f Franco Has 3Iadn 
the Product Altogether Unsalable. 

London, Dec. 28. — Adiapalch from Paris 
to tho St. Jamea Gazette aaya that tho wine- 
growers in the South of France ure ao ovor- 
glutted with their produce that they offer 
wine ut one penny per (|uart, but fail to ob- 
tain that price. The splendid vintage has 
made wine a drug in the market. New 
casks cost more than the wine needed tn fill 
them. The diapatoh adds that three thou- 
sand wine-growers in the Montpelier district 
are preparing a protest against merchants 
supplying the wine shops of Paris with 
manufactured wines when the genuine 
article is so cheap. A great meeting of the 
growers is about to be held at Kimea, for 
the purpose of calling attention to the scan- 
dal of selling counterfeit wines.

Ottawa, Dec. 28.— At to-day's Cabinet 
mooting Dr. Barkor, Q C, of St. John, was 
appointed Judge of the Supreme court of 
New Brunswick, vice Fraaer. 

Thirteen Manitoban and North Weatorn 
barristers were appointed Queen's Counsel 
to-day. 

The laboratory branch of tho Inland Rov- 
enuo Department proposes making an analy- 
aia of the aamples of honey put up by Can- 
adian bee keepers, which will have the effect 
of deinonatrating not only its purity but its 
value as an article of food. 

The Post Oilico Department have opened 
negotiations with the Australian Colonics 
and Hawaii with a view to the establish. 
mcnt of a direct parcel-post service, which 
has been rendered possible by the establish- 
ment of the direct steamship line. Parcels 
from Canada to Australia at present are sent 
via London. 



NORTIIFIELU SHUT DUWxN. 

Meeting of .Miners at Niumlmo Results lu No 
Delhilte Action lielng Ueternilned On. 

Nanai.mo, Dec. 28. — (Special) — This 
afternoon tho meeting of Nanaimo and 
Northliold minors was without result. The 
question of the proposed reduction at North- 
field was discussed at great length. The 
delegates reported that the result of the 
various meetings with Superintendent 
Robins was practically that tho reduction 
must be accepted or tho miuo shut down. 
The object of the meeting was to decide 
what action should bo taken. The general 
opinion was that tho matter should bo 
treated aa one affecting the whole district, 
that tho Nanaimo men ahould support tho 
Nnrthlield brethren in whatever stand was 
taken. The proposals made by the speakers 
differed widely, but only three eupgcstions 
of any importance were mudo. 'Tho first 
was that instead of the proposed reduction, 
amounting to 10;\ per cent, being borne 
by Xorthfield alone it should bo shared 
proportionately by tho district ; second, 
t hat the mara'^'oment be solicited to shut 
down tho Northfield mine and allow tho 
men thus thrown out of employment to go 
to work at the Protection Island shaft, and 
the third, that a vote be taken for 
or against the acceptance of tho pro- 
posed reduction. If the adverse vote carry 
all the miners in the employ of the New 
Vancouver Coal company will quit work 
should the management adhere to their de- 
clared intention of shutting down tho 
Xortbdeld mine if the reduction be not ac- 
cepted. No definite oonolnsion was come to 
on either of the above snegestions. It was 
finally decided to appoint a committee to 
wait on Mr. Robins. A committee waa ap- 
pointed, but the meeting broke up'beforo 
any instructions were given. Anotlier 
meeting will be hold on Saturday morning. 
Tho miners realize that they havo a very 
diliieult (|uestion to handle. It is aaid that 
the Northficld men cannot stand tho pro- 
poaoil reduction, still tho Nanaimo men are 
not, it ia beliovod, in a position to support 
them in their demands for better terms. 
Among the moat intelligent of minora it is 
thought that the first of the three augges- 
tioua, if acceptable lii the management, will 
beat meet tlio neceaaities of the ciiae, for the 
time at least. 



MOB VIOLENCE. 

.\ddre8s to the Natloiiiil lilghts Council iiiid 
Colored People In (icuerul, 

Piiil-ADKi.i'inA, Deo. 28. — Wellington 
Bryant, M.D., national secretary of tho 
National Citi/.ons' Rights Council (colored), 
has issued an address from this city to tho 
meinbera of that organization and tho ne- 
groes in general of the United States, call- 
ing attention to the paasage of the act by 
Georgia legislature prescribing punishment 
for mob violence, wbioh has boon signed by 
Governor Northen, and concluded the ad- 
dress as follows: "Leb our people, with 
manly courage, with a reliance in God and 
firm confidenoe in the patriotism and jastioe 
oi American law and order, continue to ap- 
peal to tho better olaas until mob lynuhings 
and burnings will no longer disgrace our 
nation." 



SPAIN AND MOROCCO. 

General Campos to Arrange With the Sultan 
Terms of a Settlement of DiiUcultics. 

Madrid, Deo. 28.— General Campos, com- 
mander-in-ohief at Meilila has been appoint- 
ed apeoial envoy to tho Sultan to arrange 
with him the terms of tho Kcttlcincnt bo- 
tweon Morocco and Spain. Ho will start 
for Tangier early in January. Tho bulk of 
tho Spanish troops now at McUila will leavo 
camp forthwith but will bo masaod at strate- 
gic pointa along tho poulhern coast of Spain 
and tho north coast of Africa, pending tho 
final settlernont. Goo of tho African posi- 
tions to be occupied by a large force is 
Ceuta. 



BRAZILIAN IIEYOLUTION. 



lusurfifPiit Cruiser Worsted iu au 
Attack on tho Forts -Garrison 
at Hiififo Dc'inoralized. 

U. S. Monitor Under Oiders— Ameri- 
can Becrnits for Peixoto'a Army 
Being: Enlisted. 

(Oopyriptht, 1893, by the United Press.) 
Rio Jbneiro, Deo. 28. — The Brazilian 
Foreign Minister, \ acting for President 

Peixoto, authorizes tho representative of tho 
L^nited Preaa to send the following informa- 
tion : "The insurgent cruiser Almiranto 
Tamandare was worsted to-day In an en- 
gagement with the Government forts at 
Nictheroy. A heavy fire was maintained 
by tho combatants, which finally reeulted in 
tho beating off of tho warship, which was 
alightly damaged. Tho marksmanship of 
tho Government gunners showed consider- 
able improvement and comparatively few of 
their shota went wild. The Government 
has received advices confirming the report 
of the loaa at Itajahy of tho insurgents' 
steainur Meteoro, in a recent light with the 
Oovornment forces. Tho insurgents be- 
sieging Bage, in the state of Rio Grande do 
Sul, having assumed operations against that 
place, suffered a severe repulse. Ttieir loaa 
in killed and wounded and prisoners was 
600. The insurgents there are under the 
command of General Tahares. This is the 
second time this month that the loyal troops 
at Bage have defeated the insurgents. The 
previous engagement took place at the be- 
ginning of December, when the insurgents 
were defeated with heavy loss. 

Montevideo, Deo. 28 —The authorities 
in Rio have warned the ateaniahip agents 
not to anchor between Cobraa and Enchadas 
ialands and the shore, as thoy do not want 
the rebel men-of-war to seek shelter from 
the fire of tho land batteries by lying close 
to tho foreign ships, in Guch dangerous 
proximity to tho city. Tho Brazilian Min- 
ister of Finance, after a conference with the 
shipping agents, has proiniaed that some 
safe method of landing cargoes in the city 
shall be settled upon by mediation, if pos- 
sible, with tho rebel fleet. 

Word has reached this city from Rio 
Grande do Sul that tho loyal garrison in 
Bage ia being sadly demoralized by hunger, 
due to dilficuUies of getting proviaions 
through tho inaurgenta' lines. Tho insur- 
gents aro bitter oguinat Americans. Re- 
cently Captain Tavarea, of the Trajao, told 
an American employed aa a stevedore to 
get back to laud, ns thoy did not want 
Americans around there, and that they 
"had better look out" and similar threata. 
The warship which ran ashore near Deaterro 
on the Gth was burned on December 18, 
being act on fire by a shell from the Gov- 
ernment battery at Oragoata. The now 
steamer Itasia was also burned at hor wharf 
on Mocangue island, by Peixoto'a orders, it 
is thought, to prevent her from being cut 
out by the revolutionists. 

Wasuinoton, Deo. 28 — Wjth the de- 
parture yf the monitor Miantonomah to- 
day from New York for Hampton Roads, 
interest in the Brazilian situation from a 
naval standpoint was given , an impetus. 
Secretary Herbert said this afternoon that 
the monitor has received orders to proceed 
to NorfolU and that she would there await 
further instruotions. No orders for Kio 
had been sent her command^, the Secretary 
said.

80U and anti-Harrison forces two years ago, 
are preparing to renew the struggle. All 
'these elements which opposed the ex-Fresi- 
■dent »t that time have now combined, and 
the indications are that they will support 
Mr. MoKinley as against Mr. Harrison. 
The State Committee is about to be reorgan- 
ized, and the factional clash ia expected to 
oome at that time. That the ex-Prcaidcnt 
is a candidate is now generally believed, 
and it has come to the surface that his 
supporters are making every effort to 
secure control of the new State Commit- 
tee by peraonally soliciting his friends 
in the various districts of the State to 
aid tho race against his opponents for posi- 
tions on tho committee. Chairman Gowdy, 
of tho State committee, is standing aloof. 
He says that he will retain his neutral 
ground. It ia doubtful if General Uarriaon 
has announced his intentions oven to his 
most intimate friends. They all, including 
ex-Consul New, deny that he haa uttered a 
word on the aubjeot, but tho fact that he 
stands aloof, without declaring his inten- 
tions, ia regarded by the politicians as proof 
of his candidacy. Mr. F. (J. Ruthbone, nf 
Ohio, who was Fourth Assistant Postmaster- 
General under the last Administration, has 
been given charge of tho movement to make 
Mr. Harrison the standard-bearer in 180U. 
They say that his canvass for the renomina- 
tion will, as before, be conducted by his 
Hoosier friends. 



SUSPECTED POISONING. 

Arsenic Supposed to Have Caused the Death 
of a Family. H - n 

Nai'A, Cal., Dec. 28. — John Penny, his 
wife, stepson and daughter, Elorouco, havu 
died here during the past two months, 
under oircumstanoes suspicious of arsenical 
poisoning. Acting upon suggestions received 
from tho proper authorities, Dra. Henneasy, 
ShurtlifFo and Gardner, of this oity, yester- 
day, in conjunction with Professor Johnson, 
chemist of Cooper Medical College, San 
Francisco, performed an autopsy upon the 
body of the first named, the stomach, 
heart, and lungs being handed over 
to Professor Johnson for chemical 
analysis. It is -expected be will hand 
hia report to the county coroner in about 
a week. The general appearance of tho 
viscera at the autopsy strengthened the 
theory of iMrsenioal {joisoning. Coroner 
Kyser impanelled a jury and took testi- 
mony in the case, three Btep-ohildren being 
put on the stand. They tnstified that 
Bometimea one and sometimos another 
would give them medicine and food, and 
gave their evidence in a straightforward 
manner. It ia aaid if Profeaaor Johnaon re- 
ports tracea of arsenical poisoning tho bodies 
of the mother and daughter will also bo 
subjected to a post mortem examinaiion, 
and criminal prccoedinga will probably bo 
instituted against those suspected of being 
connected with tho deaths.

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THE SALT MINES MASSACRE. 

Trial of Frenchiui'U for the Horrible 
Hnrder of Italians Last 
Angaat. 



Strou? Evidence Given Against tlio 
Accused by a Police 
Officer. 



ANnon.KMK, France, Dec. 28. — At tho 
trial to-day of tho priauuera acousod of 
partioipattDK in the attack on August IG, 
on the Italian laborera employed at tho 
Aignes-MorteB lalt works, when ten men 
were' killed and twenty-six wounded, a 
number of witncsBca testified that ono of tho 
priaouora mimed Constant fired at tho 
Italians who had been tiiiown into a pit. 
Constant denies that ho did this. Bafi'ii^t, 
another of the priaoners, admits that ho 
ati'uck aomo of the Italians ; but pleads in 
extenuation that ho was druok and every- 
body waa hitting thorn. Laulier, still 
another of the uccuaed, luimitu tlint ho took 
part in tlie uttacU upon tho Italians, and 
that ho atoned a number of tlieni who liad 
been driven to bay againat tho door of a 
houae, which the ncoupanta refused to open. 
Gend'arniQ Kioliurd said that tho priaonera 
were to blame for tho maaaacro. One of 
them named Vidal auvagely bludgeoned the 
Italians, and it seemed as though ho wanted 
to oruah them to a jelly. 

Police Captain Cabley described his arri- 
val at Aigues la Morte after a ride of forty 
miles on horseback. He found the French- 
men besieging the Italians in a bakery. Ho 
could not succeed in drawing otT tho attack 
until next morning. Learning that u band 
of the attackers were going to Fungousea, a 
suburb of Aiguea la Morte, ho went thereon 
horseback at full speed, and helped ono 
hundred and fifty Italiana to fortify them- 
selves in a barn against tho FrouchmeD. 
The latter broke through tho police linca 
and tore the roof ofT tho barn, it being found 
impoaaiblo to force tho doors. When tho 
roof wna off the Frenchmen throw tiles and 
largo atones upon the Italians within, 
wounding inany of them. News waa then 
received that a number of Italiana were 
arriving at Puiquea, and that they wore 
con)ing to the relief of their countrymen. 
Tho captain then sent a policeman to tele- 
phone for tho aoliiiers, but the ollicer found 
that tho telephone and telegraph wires had 
been out. Tho situation waa becoming ex- 
tremely critical, and tho captain parleyed 
with both aidea. IIo finally persuaded tho 
Frenchmen to let the Italiana leave peace- 
ably. Ho then left, thinking tho affair had 
C|uietod down, but aa he nearod tho villoge 
of Quarantine he found that a band of .3U0 
men waa arrivini; from Ai^^ues la Morto, 
These men were armed with rifles and bind- 
gcona and pitchforks, and also carried fifes 
and drums. 

This band attacked the Italiana returning 
from Fangouaoau. The latter attempted to 
flee, but wero caught by tho attacking 
party and a butchery followed. When an 
Italian fell, if hu still breathed, the first 
Frenchman who paaaod him would hammer 
him on the head with a bludgeon until the 
man waa dead. Tho crowd tried to intimi- 
dato the witness. Ho then ordered his men 
to fire into the air with their revolvers. 
The crowd responded with the cries "It'a 
like fourmies !" "You assassins of your 
countrymen 1" The gensd'armes themselves 
were threatened. The mob was finally held 
at bay, and the police escorted the unin- 
jured and some of the injured Italians to a 
place of security. The police then returned 
to the scene of the attack and picked up 
seventy dead and twenty-one wounded 
Italians. The captain conolttded his testi- 
mony by saving : '*In my opinion the as- 
sailants intended to kill outright several 
Italians. One of the latter while trying to 
get out of a deep ditch, into which he had 
b'een thrown, was kicked back and hit on 
the head with bludgeons by men on tho 
bank." At this point tho court adjourned. 



WAITE'S RETORT. 

Beply of the Governor of Colorado to One 
Who Criticizes Him for His Profanity. 

Denver, Col., Dec. 28. — Governor Waite 

yesterday wrote Richard Collina, of this 
city, in reply to a letter suggesting that 
profanity did not well become hia Excel- 
lency's station. Mr. Collins had roforenco 
to the Governor's recent statement before a 
business men's convention, that he was in 
favor of keeping up the 6|;bt for free coin- 
age of silver at a ratio of IG to 1 " until hell 
freezes over." The Governor's reply, which 
canoludes " very respectfully yours," is as 
follows ; 

" Profanity is to bi condemned, and 
doubtless ia, ua a rule, in had taste; though 
there may ho caaea where it ia perhapa ex- 
cusable. Tho word " hell " ia not neces- 
sarily pKjfane. It in uoi considered allow- 
able ill polite aociity, and has been 
excluded, I am informed, from tho 
modern version of ilm Scriptures, but 
it hardly comes within tho prohibition of 
the decalogue. Christ hiinaelf was so out- 
raged by tho deeds of tho usurers and 
oxtortionera of his day — who don't deserve 
to be mentioned for inicjuity and blasphemy 
of all that ia lioly, with that class in these 
days — that- even He, Ihe most gentle and 
meek ot all creatinn, was provoked to say 
to them: 'Oh, ye ijencration of viiiers, how 
can ye escape tho danmatinn of heli'.'" 

"It grievea me to learn that you are 
troubled on account of what you consider 
my profanity. Permit me to ask if your 
sleep ia disturbed any on account of the 
servant girls and industrious poor who have 
lost their little all liy depositing it in the 
aavinga bank of this city, or those who have 
been sold out of all they possess by chattel 
mortgage fiends, or the atarvlng poor of 
Denver, who almost daily seek n:fuge in 
suicide, or are these matters of so little im- 
portance that they vex not your righteous 
soul?" 

"We read in tho Scriptures of those who 
are 'clean outwardly, like the artistic 
sepulchre, but within are foul with all man- 
ner of rotlenneaa and dead rnen'a bones.' " 



DUTY KKCKIPTS CONTRASTED. 

Bevcnues Under the .McKlnley Bill and What 
They Will be Under Wilson's. 

Wa3iiin(;ton', Dec. '28 — Chairman ^Yi^ 
Bon, of the Ways and Moana committee, 
haa had prepared a statement showing tho 
quantities and values of imported merchan- 
dise for 1802 and 1893, also the rates o^ 
duty and duties paid for those years, to- 
gether v/ith the rates proposed by hia bill 
and the cslimutud reveuuea under his bill 
based upon like importationa. The duly 
received under tho McKinloy bill for the 
year lS!l-2 was l517:f,0!)S,-171. Tho duty 
estimated under tho Wilson bill for like 
period would have been $107,090, 170, mak-

ATCaiSON AND TOPEKA. 

The Financial Sdltor of the Westminster 
Gazette Criticizes the President's 
Statements. 

London, Doc. 28. — The financial editor 
of the Wostniinator Gazotto says this after- 
noon, in an editorial on the affairs of tho 
Atchison railway syatem : "All fully 
recognize that Mr. Reinhart, aa proaidentof 
a railway company, standing in o precarious 
position, may find it neoessory to bo very 
reticent; in dealing with an interview on the 
position of that company, yet we feel that a 
man making such misatatomenta aa appear 
in tho oflicial report of tho position of the 
company ia not entitled to the confidence of 
the shareholdera. Wo have tho w-elconio 
information that ateps are to bo taken to- 
day to form a London committee to protect 
tho intereats of the bondholders. The 
names of thoso undertaking the task will 
roproaont tho largest Kngliah interests. 



DEFEATED IN THE COUNCIL. 

Tho Beaaport Asylum Bill Rejected by the 
Red Chamber In Quebec. 

QliKiii:c, Dec. 28.— Tho Provincial Gov- 
ernment received a set-back in tho Upper 
House of tl^e Legislature last night. Tho 
Boauport Asylum bill, which had passed the 
Lvgialative Assembly by a substantial ma- 
jority, came up for discussion is the Legis- 
lative Connoil and was opposed by Hon. 
Mr. Archantbault for the Opposition. Hon. 
Mr. Chapais, Government leader, followed 
in its favor. A vote was then taken, re- 
sulting in a tie, ten against ten, and the 
Government was thus defeated on the meas- 
ure. Premier Taillon is furious at the action 
taken by the Council towards, the Govern- 
ment. 



BRITISH PACIFIC CABLE. 

Favorable Rcceptlou of tho I'roject In Eng- 
land—Predictions of Its Early 
Completion. 

London', Deo. 28. — Tho Westminator Ga- 
zotto (Gladatonian), has an editorial article 
to-day discussing Sanford Fleming's plana 
for tho proposed all British cablo between 
Canada and Australia. The Gazette article 
takea n favorable view of tho plans and 
agrees that tho cable will ultimately be good 
interest to atockholdera. The same paper 
ali!.o refers to tho conference which ia to take 
place at Ottawa next Juno, and shows in- 
intcnao interest in contemplating tho result. 
Tho writer oxpeota the proposed cable will 
bo completed in 1S9G. 

KNIGHTS OP LABOR. 

Statements Thiit the Onjuulzatlon la Rnpldly 
Goliii: to Pieces Emphatically Denied. 

PinL.\DELi'iiiA, Dec. 2S; — Replying to 
itatements to the effect that tho report 
presented at the recent general aaaembly of 
the Knights of Labor show that tho organi- 
zation waa rapidly going to pieces, tho ex- 
ecutive hoard haa iaaued a atatement setting 
forth that tho organization is in a good 
financial condition, that tho memborahip 
finished the laat fiscal year with a fair in- 
crease, and that the personnel of tho order 
ia as g>od, if not better, than ut any time 
in its history. The development of tho 
organizition, it ia stated, will be vigorously 
pushed during the coming year. 

COLD COMFORT. 

Mr. Gladstone's Reply to tho Presslni: De- 
mands of the Unemployed. 

London, Dec. 28. — A deputation of un- 
employed workmen waited upon Hon. W. 
E. Gladstone to-day and asked that the 
Government provide work for the unem- 
ployed by building light railways in Lon- 
don. Mr. Gladstone said the Government 
sympathized with the men in their diatresa, 
but could not go beyond its usual powers. 
To a certain extent he shared the desire for 
the (iovcrnment ownership^ of railroads, but 
it waa a ({ueation which could net bo decid- 
ed without mature consideration.

Ultimate. The blessings whiuh the short 

and sharp Metabelq war has brought upon 
Mashonaland and tho neighboring countriea 
can hardly bo ovoroatimatod.

It is not likely that tho 
Metabele would tjuiotly give up tho power 
they had so long eseroised or cease to treat 
the natives with the utmost cruelty merely 
bocauBB thoy were asked to give up their 
old habits by the white atrangere. Tliey 
had to ho taught by tho only means that 
thoy could properly appreciate that it was 
no longer aofo for them to rob and murder 
iu Mashonaland. 



A rilYlUtlC VICTORY. 

It waa oonrulcutly prodioted that if tho 
Liburala won tlio AcorinylOn by-ekotion, 
wliioli oiuuo oil on the L3lat, they would 
iiiaUo inimodiatu preuaratioua to appeal to 
tho country. Well, thoy carried tho seat, 
hut by a considerably aniollor majority than 
they had at the general eluctian. Thou their

Accringtou, thoy would, if they were so 
raah aa to appeal to tho oloctora juat now, 
aull'ur a aignal defeat. It ia, therefore, 
moro than luobablo that mattera will jog 
along iu tireat liritaiu aa they liiive hcen ilo- 
ing lately, and lliat as long aa Mr. tiladatouo 
ciku command a majority in the House of 
CninmooB, lot it be ever so small, there will 
bo no chance of bis asking the people to rc- 
vorao the verdict of the House of Lords on 
any <|ueation. 



the League, and who partioipatod in its 
deliborationa are mentioned in tlio articlo.

AN EXPLANATION. 

The editor of tho News-Advertioer ad'ects 
not to beliovo that tho aignifioanoe of tho 
sentences which he made the text of two 
columns of abuse and misconstruotion 
Wi3 perverted by a typographical error. 
" How typographical errors," he says, "can 
be held to account for whole aentoncea, 
, ... it would probably puzzlo tto 
editor of tho Colokist to explain." Our 
contemporary does not express biniaelf very 
clearly, but we think that we can guess 
what he means. There is, as every intel- 
ligent man knows, nothing easier than to 
show how a single typographical error can 
alter the aenae not only of a single sentence, 
but of a whole passage. Tho insortion or tho 
omission of such a little word as *' not " for 
instance — a very common error— makes the 
writer say the very opposite of what he in- 
tended. But tho error in the COLONIST was 
not 80 glaring aa that. It was simply the 
aubstitution of " and " for " to." This waa 
a, purely typographical error, for tho proof 
reader had properly marked the proof sheet. 

Tho sentences on which the News-Adver- 
tieer baaed ita two columns of comment, in 
tlie Mainland edition of the Colonist, read : 

Referring to the coal trade Mr. Bavie 
said that if the trade of Nanaimo were con- 
fined to San Francisco it would bo an ad- 
vantage to tho Proviuoo and open up trade 
with the East. In order to do thia the 
•Government would assist in building a road 
between Spence'a Bridge, in the Nicola Val- 
ley, traversing valuable coal fields. 

After tho Mainland edition had been 
printed, and waa on its way to Vancouver, 
the error was discovered and corrected, and 
in tho Island edition the aentences read : 

Referring to tho coal trade, Mr. Davie 
said that if tho trade of Nunaimo were con- 
fined to San Francisco, it would be an ad- 
vantage to the Province to open up trade 
with the East. In order to do this, tho 
Government would aasiat in buildirg a road 
batween Spence'a Bridge in the Nicola \'al- 
ley, traveraing valuable coal fields. 

Although there ia only tho difference of 
OEO apparently insignificant word between 
the two versions, the careful reader will 
see that their signifloanoe is widely differ- 
ent. The Bubatitution affects not only tho 
Bontonce in which it ia made but 
the next Eontence, which ia moro 
closely counecled in sense with tho pre- 
ceding ono than sentences uaunlly ore. 
This is the explanation of a difficulty which 
the editor of the News- Advertiser finds it 
imposfliblo to understand. Tho explana- 
tion, too, ahowa ihut the moan aurmiaea and 
contemptible inBinualions of tho carping 
editor are oorn])letely groundless and wholly 
without justification. 

We have given the above explanation 
chitfly to show how ready the News-Adver 
tiaer is to build a auporstruoture of accusa- 
tions and iuferencoB and inuendooa oi: 
what is absolutely no foundation at all. 

THE WAR IS OVER. 

It n}UBt not bo thought that because Capt. 
Wilson and his little band have been an- 
nihilated in Mashonaland, Lobengnln has 
been victorious. The gallant captain and 
hia comradoa paid dearly for their raahnoBS, 
but, notwitliBtauding thia gleam of auccoaa, 
Lobengula haa been completely overpowered. 
His followers have deserted him and thrown 
down their arms. Mashonaland is cieor of 
him and hia impis, and the country ia as 
safe for travellers as— to use the words of 
Mr. Rhodes— Picadilly. All aenaiblo people 
must rejoice at thia conaummation. It 1 
been brought about by tho death of u few 
hundreds of Zulus who were the scourge of 
the land over which they tyrannised ; but 
as their death or aubjugation was necessary 
to make the country safe to live In both for 
the harmless natives and tho white immi- 
grants, the price paid cannot with truth bo 
, aaid to be too high or the means used illa- 



" THE LEAGUE AND ITS WORK." 

Tho tTork which tho Imperial Federation 
Laaguo did waa mainly educative. It did a 
very great deal towarda opening the eyca of 
British subjects to tho importanco of tno 
colonies to the Mother Country and to the 
desirability of their being more closely 
welded together than they are at present. 
It ahowed both the inhabitanta of tho Old 
Country ^d thosoof the Colonics liow uecea-- 
sary they are to each other ; and tlio agita- 
tion which it began and maintained raised 
the hope In many minda and cherished the 
aspiration that Great Britain with her colo- 
onios would ono day bo a nation, at ouco 
tho most powerful and the most benefi- 
cent that the world haa yet aeon. That hope 
and that aspiration still live. 

Those w ho believe that the Imperial Fed- 
eration League did no good while it was 
at work, and that the British Empire 
has not been benefitted by ita existence, may 
live to see that thoy had formed an alto- 
gether falao estimate of ita value and of the 
infiuence it exercised, and will for many a 
day continue to exercise. We find in tho 
Canadian Gazette (London), of the 7 th. 
inst. , an ably and carefully' written article 
on " The League end Its Record," of which 
tho following ia an extract : 

For seven years the League has, without 
the aid of one penny from the State, either 
here or in the Colonlea, and in tho face of 
many discouragementa and diiBculties, 
earnestly labored to fulfil what one of ita 
foremost friends, now one of England's 
leading statesmen, declared to be the dream 
of his life, the abiding unity of the Queen's 
dominions. That dream has yet to bo real- 
ized; but ita realization ia certainly brought 
nearer by the existence of that Imperial in- 
stinct which it has been the prime object of 
tho League to instill into the British and 
Colonial mind. Tlio death of tho League is 
itself an evidence of tho useful part it haa 
played, for the very activity it luis cngeml- 
ored ia ono cauao of its demise. It liaa 
brought into life Imperial ambitions which 
no ouo organisation could hope to control. 
There were those who declared commercial 
union eeaential to tho preservation 
of the Imperial tie, and deaired a 
ringed fence of a 5 or 10 per cent, 
tariff throughout tho Kmpire. There were 
those who demanded a moro intimate 
combination for purpoaea of common de- 
fence, and theae again included a small 
party who would concede no right on the 
part of the colonlea to aharo in Imperial 
oitizonship unless they paid ouah down to 
the Imperial army and navy. Each of 
theao sections ia now set free to work along 
ils own lino. The League itaelf. as the fair- 
est of its critics in the British press udmita, 
haa shown no self-seeking in its alma. It 
has attempted neither to atrike a gainful 
bargain with the coloniea, nor to extend the 
political ascendancy of the Motlier (.,'ountry 
at their expense. Its inapiriug motive haa 
been an enthusiasm for race aud language 
and for an Imperial greatness which uU 
should share. It has now played its part; 
but, to adopt the simile of the journal of 
tho League, the trunk which showed signs 
of decay is only being felled to allow tho 
saplings sprung from the same root to shoot 
out into new and vigorous life. 

What, then, is tho League's olalm upon 
tho gratitude of all friends of Imperial 
unity ? Tho potency of ita educational 
work must be apparent to oil who are 
capable of contrasting public soDtiment on 
Imperial questionB aa it is to day and as it 
waa a decado ago. Of that growth of tho 
Imperial instinct the attitude of tho public 
journala, with their regular and for the moat 
part well-informed survey of Colonial affairs, 
ia ono of tho most aigniticant among many 
illuBtrationa. Tlio League has not alone 
brought about thia change, but it haa given 
it a welcome atimulua. Tho journal of the 
League, luiperi'd Federation, waa itself a 
great help in thia direction, and ita widely 
acuttered readers will wolcoino tho intima- 
tion that tho deiniao of tho central organi/.j- 
tion is not to deprive thu cauao of 
& vigilant and catholic-minded exponent 
in tho Press. Tho League haa further 
acted aa a rallying pi.int for Imperial 
sentiment, and a bond of unity between the 
(.lueen'a anbjeots, Bojiarated by thouaanda of 
miles of laud and ocean. Ita braiiohea, 
each a centre of light, are to ho found in all 
parts of tho Empire, and the work of 
popularising a fuller knowledge of tho 
ISmpire among its citizens has so piogrcaaod 
for eight years, that to-day there ia hardly 
a corner in the Queen's wide dominions 
where the influence of the League has not 
been felt. 

Tho namea of some of tho ablo and far- 
sighted atateamen who took an interest io 



A POWERFUL OPPOSITION. 

Tho opposition to the Wilson tariff bill is 

both powerful and active. Every industry 
ami every inlcrcat that haa grown rich 
under liigli protection ia doing ita utmost to 
defeat tho nieaouro. What is going ou in 
Washington State is, to a lesser or greater 
extent, going on in every State of tho 
Union. Immediatoly south of us efforts aro 
being made to prevail upon Liio Boarda of 
'L'rado to get up proteata to aend to Waah- 
ingion against permitting coal and lumber 
being placed on the free liat. Mr. Prosoh is 
trying to convince tho good people of Seattle 
and the rest of his State that they would bo 
injured by getting cheaper and bettor cool 
and oheapor lumber. It docs not'aeom to us 
that they aro meeting with aa much aucccas 
aa they expected. Wo see that a sturdy 
and an intelligent "miner," in a letter to 
the Telegraph, proves that Mr. Ptosch|s 
statements with regard to British Columbia 
coal are glaringly false, and it ia not likely 
that ho is at all moro acrupulcua in what he 
aiiys about lumber. It doea not appear that 
ho is meeting with a groat deal 
of Bucetsa in his efforts to pro- 
vail upon the members of the 
Seattle Chamber of Commerce to adopt his 
niisatatenieuts. "A striking thing," tho 
Telegraph aaya, "in this connection is tho 
fact that the Chamber of Commerce should 
be asked to go on record aa asserting what 
is not true, and the falsity of which can be 
determined on short notice, A deliberative 
body of business men will surely learn what 
tho facts of tho case aro before thoy forword 
any memorial to Congress. " 

Of course, if our American neighbors wioh 
to keep thii duty on coal, lumber and lead, 
and other raw materials, tlioy have a per 
feet right to do so, but in trying to find 
reasons or excuses for keeping ou tho bur- 
densome duties, they have no right to niis- 
roprcaent i;ritiBh Columbians or tho inhabit- 
anta of any other Province of tho Dominion. 
Their being forced to resort to miarepre- 
aentation in their opposition to tariff reform 
is a very clear indication that they have a 
weak cause, for If the heavy protective 
duties could be justified by truth and sound 
reason, it is not likely that they would resort 
to falsehood and aophiatry. 

The tariff fight on the other side of tho 
lino ia a lively ono. Those who expected 
that the tariff reformers would have an. easy 
victory did not rightly estimate either the 
strength or the spirit of the Protectionist 
party.

A Pioneer of British Columbia and 
California Drops Dead on 
tlxe "Paebla, 



Beminiscenoes of Eis Life in 
ThrUliuer Days of Gold 
Fever.

Sa.s- Fuanoisco, Dec. 28.— Tho steamer 
City of Puebln urri^ed laat night ut 10, 
after a ciuiok run of fifty-sovon lioura from 
Victoria and Puget Sound ports. Tho 
steamer anchored in the bay and sbortly 
afterwards a mesaage onme aahore for Qaar 
antine .Officer Lawlor. William Downio, 
one of the cabin pasaengors, dropped dead 
yesterday afternoon. Major Downio waa at 
luncheon yesterday and was in the best of 
spirits. Ho finished tho meal, and after 
making a few pleasant remarks rose from 
the table. lie had soarooly gone a dozen 
steps when he fell to the floor, and before 
ussistunco could reach him ho was dead 
Deceased was a native of Sootlaud and was 
a pioneer of tho stuto. Ho waa a resident 
of Oa\cland and was returning homo from a 
trip to Victoria. 

E"ew of tho pioneers have been more 
widely known than Major Downio, whoie 
figure wos familiar in several cities of th 
coast. Ho recently compiled his oxperi 
ences in a book entitled "Hunting for 
Gold," which many people have read with 
interest. Not long ago ho gavo to a fellow 
pioneer tho following account of his earlier 
years as a miner : 

"I %vag born in Glasgow, Scotland, in the 
year IS 10 ; was brought up in Ayrahiro and 
went to sea in the coasting coal trade. 
Afterward I wont to Sydney, Australia, in 
a Glasgow ship, thenco to tho Kaat ludica, 
to the Isle of France, and back to London. 
I came over to Quebec from Donegal and 
became a sailor on Lakes Erie and Ontario ; 
went' into lumbering on Grand river and 
opened a store at the mouth of that stream, 
and bad ' an interest in a lumber yard at 
Buffalo. Reports came of tho gold dis- 
coveries in California, and I caught the gold 
loverand had it bad. On tho eve of the 
presidential election in 1848 I shipped on a 
brig for New Orleans, and sailed thence ou 
the ship Architect for San FrancisL^o I ar- 
rived there on the 27th of June, IS 19, re- 
mained over the Fourth of July and started 
for Sacramento. , 

" We were nearly two weeks pulling up 
the river on an old scow, and I paid an 
ounce of gold additional for my laborious 
passage. At Sacramento I fell in with John 
Rose, and engaged with him to pull a boat 
up to Nyo's ranch, on the present site of 
Marysville, and worked my passage thenco 
to BuUar's Bir, on the North Yuba, where 
I obtained a claim and bought a rocker for 
twelve ounces, started in as an honest miner 
and am still living. 

" After a while I started a littlo shop. 
Several men, including a couple of Indians, 
came down the country for provisions and 
exhibited a large (juautity of coarse gold, 
with some lumps of one or two ounces. I 
knew whit that meant, bought mules, 
packed up my remaining goods and set out 
■ through tho woods for tlio supposed head- 
quarters of gold. At State range, finding 
' my company of followers too largo, I 
sent tho Kanakas back, and with the 
colored men continued up tho ridge 
to a point afterward called Gallo- 
way's ranch, midway between Downioville 
and Forest City, and encamped at tlio head 
of a deep glen, which became known as Jim 
Crow canyon, AEcendicg to the summit of 
the ridge we descried the north fork of the 
North Yuba, tumbling down through what 
seemed a vast cleft in the moautain. That 
was my first view of the promised land, 
which was soon to be talked abont through- 
out the commercial world. ^ 

" The following day we went down to the 
ri/er at the conflnenoe of the north and 
south branches. After walking about a 
mile above unrevealed millions we were 
about to return to camp on the divide when 
I noticed that the water on the north branch 
was '"lightly discolored along tho shore, and, 
ascending half a mile or so to a placo that 
was to become celebrated as tho Blue Banks, 
we found two hard-looking men at work 
washing for gold. They were sulky, would 
givd us no information, and said there was 
no gold there. 

"One of my men took a pan and a crevic- 
ing knife and presently waahed out sever.il 
small piecea, lialf an ounce or more, Tlifn 
we knew that the men had lied. We r^:- 
turned to cump, and with the rest of tin.! 
company and our small stock of proviairi.a 
ninvod down to tlie J'orks, encamped ni- ir 
by, and l)c^au operations. I never ascer- 
tained who our Burly predecessors were or 
what became of them. 

"We could pan out about a pound a 
to the man, chiefly by orevioing with a ki ifo 
and spoon among the rocks close to iho 
shore, where the gold had been deposited 
by wash from the hills during uncounted 
ages. Two of our men went up the south 
branch about a mile or bo and brought back 
about twenty-five ounces, and we all movi d 
up there and settled on what became noti d 
as the Downie claim. It proved to bo in - 
mensely rich. VVc divided the bar into tea 
claims, I had a colored man for my part.- 
ner, and we usually washed out from thirty 
to forty ounces a day. 

" Winter was coming on; we knew that 
we should soon be shut in by heavy snow on 
the mountaina, usually from six to ten feet 
deep, and decided to send most of tho com- 
pany below for a stock of provisions. Hav- 
ing supplied them with as much gold na 
they wanted, we started them off for Stale 
Range, where thoro was a store. They got 
as far as tho Blue Tent, kept by a couple of 
colored men, about half way botwoen 
Dowiiievillo and Csniiptonvlllp, afterwards 
becoming; celebrated aa a rijiKli y.voua of rub- 
bers and wan patrniuV.ed by tliu Ijuniiit Jon- 
quini Muriuttu. Tlu'ru our Piiibaasy got to 
drinking and gambling, exchanging their 
gold for $1 an ounce in silver to play cards 
with, and we saw no more of them until 
next spring. 

Hero wuH a .nituation for mo ! Fifty milcB 
from aiiywlu're, with i\ sick man and boy cm 
my hands ami only a few pouiula of Hour in 
camp, I could not leave thcni and could 
not got them out. 

" Wo packed our trapa and scanty store 
of flour and removed to tho Forks — tlie 
junction of tho north and south branches of 
tho North Vuba— put up a tent and took 
possession of tho territory. That was the 
first tent, or white man's habitation, on tho 
site of Dnwnieville. Tho date was somo 
timo in December, ISIO. 

" We went down tho main river six ndlca 
to Goodyear's bar, but could obtain no fiour 
there.', Miles Goodyear had died in Novem- 
. ber, and his remains were buriod on a point 
' of land in a rocker. Thrco or four men hud 
oome up and oamned on u hilhide. I olTored 
them an ounce of gold a pound for some 
flour, but In vain. Eventually I got a 
couple of poor beef oattle from Andrew 
Goodyear for six ounces eaoh, and with 
groat labor got them through tho snow to 
tho Forks. Hero two moro men joined our 
company, and one of> them felled the first 



tree at the Forks to build a cabin. In due 
timo wo got tho cabin up, tied tho shingles 
on with rawhide, :bnried.. our rfaeef in the 
snow, and having obtained a, supply of flour 
from Slato Kunge, we were comparatively 
well off. 

" Tho place took tho name of Downioville 
in the month of Juoo, IS.'jO. I was 
not there then, and bbd known nothing 
of the propnnition, James Galloway, now 
of Sierra Valley, and James Vineyard, 
since dead at Los Angeles, took tho moat 
active part, but there were sovoral othoro 
whose names have slipped my memory, I 
^vaa then at my oamp on Kanaka Flat, on 
tho South Yuba. I was told that when the 
streets wero being laid out considerable 
strong water waa diapensed. Jamoa Gallo- 
way was elected justice of the peace, and 
James Vineyard constable. These were the 
first ofiScers of Downieville." 

The Major did pioneer work in British 
Columbia, as well as in California. To his 
interviewer he said : "I have mined in 
Cariboo and had claims that paid forty 
ounces a day to a small company ; have ex- 
plored British Columbia from the coast to 
the Interior, coming down the Fraser river ; 
have been up the coast to Fort Wrangel, 
Queen Charlotte Islands and Stickeen ; 
have been down south to Panama, crossed 
the Cordilleras to the Atlantic to examine a 
copper mine, and got chased by wild hogs, 
gnashing their tusks at our heels." 

Major Downio was well known in Vic- 
toria and other parts of the Province, and 
the news of hia death will cause a great 
shock to all who were acquainted with or 
had heard of him and hia experiences.

The general market, 
however, uict not respond to this break and 
in fact moved up \ to 13-8 per o^nt.. West- 
ern Union, LakeSboro, Burlington h Quincy 
and St. Paul leading the upward movement. 
Even General Electric raillied 23| to 34^. 
The ri.so bronj;bc out long stock and "iiears" 
also put out fresh short lines. Louievilie 
and Nashville was taken In hand and forced 
down 4^ to 39|f. It is now genersUy be- 
lieved that the February dividend will not 
be paid although no elBoial statement can 
bo obtained. Atchison dropped nearly two 
pointa to 12; Union Pacific sold down V\ to 
IGS on rumors tnat Oregon Navigation will 
bo taken from tho system. Western Union 
fell l;/ to SIS; Omaha L'i to 3'2.],, and St. 
Paul to 50^. Tho last named was ad- 
versely influenced by the loss in net earnings 
for November of $120,741. Juat near the 
close, the "hears" paid their respects to 
Chicago Gas and in a few minutes they had 
it down to GO a decline of for the day; 
New England ranged between 12j and l.'fS 
olosing at J3. The market closed weak and 
anywhere from \ to 2^ lower than last night.

A boat constructed of aluminum and in- 
tended for tlio forthcoming expedition of 
Commander Monteil into Central Afric.i, has 
been launched from the Quay d'Oraay, in 
Paris. It ia a fiat-bottomed ferry-boat, 

pablo of carrying a load of fifteen tons, is 
33 feet long and 8A feet wide, and the total 
weight of the boat is 20 cwt., of which 18 
cwt. is of metal and the remainder of wood. 
This lightness of construction haa only boon 
obtained by tho use of aluminum, and the 
difficulty had to be overcome of rolling 
aheots of this metal 4 feet long, 2 feet 4 
inches in width and 12 inch thick. The 
boat is made in 24 parta, each of which can 
b^ carried by one man, and which are ad- 
justed by moans of bolts, india-rubber being 
provided at the joints of the aeotioDS so as 
t ) render the boat water-tight. With two 
exceptions, all the parts are interchangeable, 
and the boat, which Is fitted with the neccs- 
aary tools for aaaembling it, can be put to- 
guther in a very short timo.

Couclusiou of Bpeechea by Messrs. 
Forster and McEenzie— Hon. 
Mr. Davie's Beply. ' 



He Deals With the Mlniug (iuestiou 
aud Answers the Criticisms 
on Other Subjects. 



(t'rom tlio Nanaimo Telegram.) 
Mr. Forster coutiimod ; In reapcct 
to the settling of small linincatenda, 
it might be as woll to spend u little 
more money on the roads and enable 
the settlers to get their produce on the mar- 
ket, lie dill not diaapprovo of the Pre- 
inier'd acheine, for all thut, provided ho will 
give this chance to thu settlers thoy already 
have. Instead of aiding them fiui.ncially, it 
would bo better to give them roada, and hu 
thought if they got the roads they would 
not need much financial aid. Anothor'voint 
was the exclusion of Chioeso from the 
mines. Petitions signed not alono by min- 
ers, bub by business men, manufaoturors, 
merohanfcs, lawyers and preaohera, too, hud 
been presented to the Government every 
winder for the exclusion of Chinese from the 
mines, but they took no notice of it. Uo 
thought, as one who had worked in the 
mines, it was extremely necessary that we 
should have men who were capable of un- 
derstanding the signs used in the mines. It 
was very essential to have Intelligent, com- 
petent men working In the mines where 
there is gas. Where there are, say, 300 
men working in a mine, every man has thu 
lives of the whole number on his shoulders. 
The Hon. Premier has spoken about his 
railway policy and told us aboat the mag- 
niticent financial standing of theProvinoe in 
the money markets of the world. Howoould 
wo have any other than a good standing 
when our roaouroes aro known? Look at the 
lumber of our cnuutry, the best in quality; 
look at the tish iiiduatry. It is not Decausu 
of thu excellencu of tlio Government that 
our standing ia good in the marketa of the 
world. The preaunt Government ia guaran- 
teeing the interest on railvvay sohemea and 
he believed he was not niisrepreacntini; it 
when lie said it was i)art of its policy to 
guarantee the principal loo. He believed 
Mr. D.ivio had aaid the Government guarau- 
teea tlie piincipil to certain promotcra 
going to work to build for say, JO, 01)0 or 
5?;iOO,000 which tlioy put in their pockets. 
He said it was a mighty ticklish piece of 
business guaranteeing the principal as well 
as the interest on money invested in rail- 
way e. He had read reports in the papers 
that t!;e Nakuap & Slooan railway waa 
being oonatruoled in a most flimsy manner, 
and when a Government guarantees the 
principal and intereat for building railways, 
ho believed it was better for the Government 
to own them themselves. Now, continued 
Mr. Foster, if instead of throwing money 
away on Government buildings it had taken 
part of that money and struck out into the 
interior he thought that was the proper way 
to do. Mr. Divio haa taken some trouble 
to impress upon tho meeting that all the 
dissatisfaction on tho Mainland has been 
done away with and he talks about the 
people who have been advocating separation. 
He wanted to say, that since he was elected 
to represent Nanaimo district, albhongh he 
had lived on the Mainland, he had never 
taken any part in local politics there, but 
he did go np to Kamloops to see for himself 
how- the Oovernment stood up there, and 
when the Premier tells you there is no dis- 
salisfaotion up tbece^ that the people aro 
satisfied with the Groverninent, he was lead- 
ing you astray ; they are not satisfied up 
there any more than they are here, and thoy 
talk about the Govornmenti in a way ho 
would not like to hear. When u man does 
not agree with tho Government they call 
him tt crank — that is what they call them in 
Westminster. The Premier was courageous 
enough to addrcsa a meeting there, aud ho 
gave him credit for that, because if over a 
man had a meeting against him ho found ho 
had it there. In respect to tho bridge at 
Westminster, ho know that at that time 
some people there were of the opinion that 
Mr. Brown should keep his mouth shut, ho- 
causo they said they wanted that bridge, 
but it ia to tlio honor of Mr. Brown that ho 
did not keep his mouth shut, that he atill 
said what he believed about the Government 
building ; the Government could give tho 
bridge or not as they pleased. Ho believed 
that WU& tho way tho voters should look at 
it. There ia an attempt in a certain quarter 
to make the people believe that in making the 
Government awareof tliowautaof thiadistrict 
the members have not done their duty. Ho 
said this was false. There was only one 
thing, and it was done too suddenly for 
them. The Government passed tho School 
Act, which was going to leavo ISanaimo 
without sohools. Hu had asked Hon. John 
Bobson afterwards to consider the matter, 
but he would not. As Mr. Keith said, he 
also went down to Victoria as an indepen- 
dent member of that House. The Govern- 
ment in the beginning introduood one or 
two good measures. In regard to the wild 
lauds tax, he (Mr. Foster) was a member of 
that House and proposed a change from an 
acreage bisis to an ad valorem tax which 
Mr. Brown seconded and the Government 
were so imprcesSd that they withdrew their 
bill and brought it in as wo wanted it, and 
he was gl'ul to hoar Mr. Uavie say ho jiro- 
poaed to go further. Hut there are other 
things tho ( iovernnient will have to do. 
The Cominidsiouer of Lands and Works pro- 
posed changes in thu Ijand Act making tlio 
period of residence from aix months to tun 
mouths, but ho believed if the Government 
wanted to do right thoy would not know 
how. A man cannot poaiiibly live on a ranch 
ten months in a year and make his living on 
it. They ought to put better improvenuint 
conditions in, and as long as a man can put 
improvements on his place ho should bo al- 
lowed to no and ^vork where ho pleaaed. Ho 
hoped when tho time came to eli;ct new 
men (lie did not expect to run [for Nanaimo 
district, ho said) that tho people would judge 
tho Government on its past works, not on 
its promises, and if they judged that Gov- 
ernment on its past record it must bo de- 
feated. There has been nothing done by 
the Government in acoordanco with its 
platform, except tho honusing of some rail- 
ways. They have taken no stand on tho 
'Chinese question, they have tried to take the 



and he says .quite rightly it is so. The 
Premier has been travelling in different 
parts of the Province, and he has come 
down at last to visit us, and says thot _ this 
is an important district, and furnishes 
three-fourths of ull the exports of the Pro- 
vince. iBut why is it that Nanaimo has 
been so neglected that wo only have his 
presenoe here to-day ? It just shows that 
Nanaimo has been thoroughly neglected. 
He would not, trust the Qoverument to run 
a ranch. That was tho oonolusion ho hud 
come to, but he would say that hn hnd 
not opposed them on every occasion 
although he had promised to do so. Ho 
gave them a liberal support whenever he 
possibly could, which was very rarely. He 
had to admit that' the honorable Premier 
was one of the smartest men in the Province 
and if he only belonged to the Opposition 
he had no doubt they could make something 
of him. He was the only man worth men- 
tioning in his cabinet, and we must give 
him credit for that. He had told us that 
the country was decidedly prosperous, but 
Mr. MoKenzie denied that. Everywhere 
you wont, Victoria, Nanaimo, Vancouver or 
Westmiustcr, it was tho same, and who was 
to blame for it '! It was solely on account 
of tho vast natural reaourcea of tho Province 
that it was as prosperous as it was to-day. 
Mr. Davie spoke, ho said, of tho financial 
credit of tho Province, hut thoy do not 
know Mr. D.wie in England — they aimply 
judge tho Province by what it is; by tho 
ahowing it makes. While ho blamed tho 
present Government for uogleoting tho city 
of Nanaimo, ho would say it was true 
equally ot tho Opposition; tliey alao neg- 
lected Nanaimo district, and ho thought 
both aides were equally to blame in tlio 
matter, liut ho hoped now tliat tho Premier 
has been hero ho would make a change for 
tho bettor. Ho had found out that any- 
thing ho recommended personally was sure 
to be knocked in the head. Uo hud tried to 
get others to work for Nanaimo diatriot,but 
could not got them. 

MK. DAVIB'S REPLT. 

In rising to reply, Hon. Mr. Davio 
said that Mr. MsKenzie tells us as 
regards the local wants that both the Op- 
position and the Government have been 
ei|uaUy to blame. No doubt there has been 
in many districts a certain amount of 
neglect, still ho denied that they were in 
tho deplorable condition here, Mr. Mc- 
Ken/.io saya they are. On tho contrary, tho 
roads have been well kept in tho district, at 
leaat aa well kept or better than in some 
other parts of tho Province. He said ho 
had heard that Cov/ichan waa a favored dis- 
trict, but in Cowichan to-day tho 
water was three feet over tho road. 
Tho roada in this district on tho 
whole have been well looked after. Ho did 
not protend to say everything was as well aa 
it could bo, but they nave not been 
neglected. Now, ho tells ua he would not 
trust the Government to run a ranch. No 
mnro wrmid he, nnr would hn like tn trust 
Mr. McKeuzie himaelf. In regard to tho 
statement about his owning an organ hero 
ho wiahed to say emphatically that ho had 
no more to do with tho Diily Telegram than 
any ono of them. Ho said : "I had no more 
to do in counselling or aiding it in coming 
to Nanaimo than any ono of you." Ho waa 
not even consulted about it. He said the 
gentleman who started it bore did ao with- 
out having asked the Government for sup- 
port, and that was all ho had to say about 
the Daily Telegram. So long as it is 
well conducted, ho was satisfied that a 
morning paper would be aooeptable to tho 
people of this place. (Applause.) He said 
ho was told the Government were going to 
bo in opposition next time, but he was not a 
prophet nor the son of a prophet, and if he 
were to forecast that the Government were 
going to bo in power, he might say some- 
thing ho might be sorry for afterwards. In 
the matter of sohools, it was not he said, 
true that Nanaimo -waa less Justly treated 
than the remainder of the Province but that 
Nanaimo might not be in as good a position 
to meet tho change as other poi^tions of tho 
Province were. This matter had been 
brought to his attention by the Board of 
Trade and he hoped tho (iovernment would 
see ita way clear to deal aa well with Na- 
naimo aa they had done 'vith the other cities 
Iirior to tho now act coming into operation. 
Mr. Foster stated that what little good tho 
Government has done hud been forced on 
them by the Independents in tho Hcuso. 
Ho would like to compare that statement 
with what was Euid by Mr. Keith, that for 
tho tirat two or three weeks after he waa re- 
turned ho voted with tho Government and 
got along very well, but he tells ua that at 
tho end of three weeks they found out they 
could got along without tho Independents. 
The Government had a mojority over 
b>th the Opposition and tho Inde. 
pendents combined. Yet they turn 
Riound and tell you that unless they 
forced the Government they could got 
nothing. It is perfectly true that a ohatigo 
in the wild land tax waa advocated by tho 
Independents and tried by the Government, 
but he was not sure it was a wise change, 
for, as a matter of fact, no more revenue is 
collected under the plan of 7^ cents than 
under the per capita. Ten years ago, when 
the Government came into power, they 
found lands taxed at a valuation of $50 an 
acre which have since been raised to $500. 
Now we are told by Mr. Forster that the 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works 
had acted unwisely in the change in tho 
laws us regards settlers' duties ; he hud 
changed the time a settler might bo away 
from his land to two months. But if a man 
wants to bo absent as a regular thing for 
six months, ho has no right to hold tho 
premiaea at all. There may be occasions 
when a man may have to be absent ; for in- 
stance if ho has no money and wanta to 
got Boiiielliing to buy stock, then ho haa a 
right to go and work at his trade in order 
to got tho money to buy stock and cattle, 
but there are others who do not leavo thoir 
farms for any such purpose, but wlinso ob- 
ject is merely to hold on to their pre- 
emptions fur speculative purposes, aud wo 
want to put a stop to that. Wo allow a 
man to ho absent; two montlis, but if ho 
wants to ho away longer let him satisfy tho 
Commissioner that ho has aome hoiia ihU: 
reason and ho will got permission. Some 
argued that there waa uo danger from Chin- 
ese in tho mines, but for his part ho would 
rather see them excluded. However, while 
ouch an action was proposed as regards 
Chinese not one word was said against tho 
Japaueeo until tho lost session. Thero was 
no proposition of that kind. There aro 
others just ua dangerous as tho Chinese. 
Italians or Austrians, and others who do 
not understand English and are therefore 



been tested and ectablished that the owners 
had tho right to employ Chinamen they 
would- have had the matter in their 
own hands. Now, at the present time 
and for some years thero has been 
a voluntary agreement in this matter 
not to allow a Chinese in this place 
aud surrounding minoa to work under 
ground. Tho view ho took woa that it was 
fur batter to allow tho mutual understand- 
ing to go on and not provoko unnecessary 
hostility. It ia fur better not to try to iu- 
torfnrn with this good understanding as bo- 
trt-eon miners and owners by introducing 
legislation which might possibly break up 
tho existing arrangement. This was the 
view of the matter that ho took, and conse- 
quently he deemed it uuwiso to introduce 
legislation that might he set aside. We are 
told the country could not help having a 
good status in the money markets of the 
world considering its lumber and other pro- 
ducts and that the Government is entitled 
to no credit for the present state of things. 
Ono moment's consideration will show that 
that view is wrong. The lumber and coal 
have been here for aenturies and have been 
to some extent developed and known to ex- 
ist, as also ita Qah for the last 20 or 30 years, 
and how is it then that the Province had not 
been able to got on a good financial basis 
before 2 Do tho Opposition moan to say 
that the Government has nothing to do with 
improving the credit of tho Province V Men 
before lending their money make in(|uiriea 
about the Govornment. He did not aay 
they knew Mr. Davio or any member of the 
Government, but ho had no doubt the Gov- 
ornment had been incjuired into and know 
that the Government had had a groat deal 
to do with tho matter. In this question of 
thu exclusion of Chinese from the 
mines it had been stated that tho 
(lovornment porsiatently voted against the 
proposition, but tho speaker did not ])laco 
that matter before them fairly, ho did not 
mention tho reason which tho Govornment 
gave for their action. Passing on to some 
of tho criticisms of tho Government's rail- 
way policy and thoir action on tho nppoint- 
mont of official lumber aoulors, tho Premier 
reiterated liia remarks in hia opening ad- 
dress in reply, and then took up tho matter 
of tho Parlianicnt buildinga. Thia was un- 
doubtedly a dead issue now. Messrs. Mc- 
Kenzle and Foster had taken exception to 
this view, but in his opinion they could not 
SCO farther than their noses. Almost every- 
one admitted the necessity for more build- 
ings. Even Mr. Forator would have voted 
for a grant of Sir)(),000. Ho could not apeak 
for hia coUeaguo, Colonel Baker, in refer- 
onco to tho dtatement attributed to him 
that tho Government wanted to anchor the 
capital. He may have said ao, but ho (Mr. 
Davie) had not heard him. However, it is 
in the interest of tho country to have this 
question definitely settled, and there had 
been no objection to Victoiia as a aito for 
tho new buildinga. Victoria, it might bo 
said, in the gatinvay tn the Province, and 
there is eoiiio reason for the contention that 
substantial public buihiings erected at this 
point will make a good impression upon vis- 
itors to tho Province. It will show that 
tho Government and people have confidence 
in their country. Quo hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars would have put 
up very shabby buildings indeed. 
Tho Government concluded that it was 
necessary to do tho work, and that what was 
worth doing was worth doing well, and so 
decided to erect building that would be o 
credit to tho Province. In this thoy were 
only doing what other countries Iiad done. 
Mr. Keith telle them that ho opposes tho 
giving away of lands and that the country 



should keep them, and in commenting on 
the Crofters scheme had asserted that the 
public lands had been completely given 
away. This statement was absurd. Tho 
hnda were exempt from taxes for only five 
years, which was to have been one of the 
cjnsidorations for 'the expenditure of an 
immense amount of money in the develop- 
ment of our resources. Public lands unsold 
yield nothing to tho Govornment, but when 
once sold are suhjeot to taxation, and are 
thoroaftor a continual source of rovonuo to 
tho Government. Tho first aalo prinn ia nf 
small importance. Tho taxes uro what tho 
people want so as to reduce their other 
taxes. Were tho Government to keep the 
lauds it would reduce the people to the 
position of slaves. The true principles of 
government aro to transfer tho lands to 
private ownerships so that tho country 
can reap tho benefit from taxes. The 
charge that tho Parliament buildings were 
being erected in Victoria to increase 
tho value of lauds owned by ministors 
was beneath notice. So alao was 
the charge that the court house was 
erected in Vancouver because Mr. Horno 
owned property in close proximity thereto 
and tho bridge in New Westminster aided 
because Mr, Punch had owned property in 
that vicinity and had accepted these favors 
as the price of their support of the Govern- 
ment. He had always considered Mr. Keith 
and Mr. Forster honest men, but he would 
have them to remember that men who are 
always parading thoir own honesty and 
claiming that they aro tho only honest men 
are always looked upon with suspicion. 

RoKurding the charge made by Mr. Kcuth 
that; Nanaimo was made a suburb of Vic- 
toria in reference to court matters, he said 
ho could only repeal his reply to the Board 
of Trade on the previous day, which shoued 
concluaivuly— aud any lawyer in tho city 
would endorse tho slatement— tbut it was 
hia Governinont that had emancipated tliia 
city and diatriot from Victoria in the mat- 
tor of court bufiineaa. As ho told the Hoard 
of Trade the day before, a registry ollico 
would como in duo time. It cannot bo dona 
in a few months. The creation of Kam- 
loopa district aa a separate land registry 
diatrict entailed a work of nearly a year 
in trauacribing the records at V'ictoria. 
Tills had just been completed, and 
while it was going on tho transcribing of 
records for tho Nanaimo district could 
not possibly have been done. The local 
members know this very well. He hoped, 
however, in the near future to bo able to 
begin work in this direction for Nanaimo. 
Mr. Keith had said that not one railway out 
of tho twenty given franchises had ever 
been built or operated. The fact that 
tho roads were not built could not be 
helped. This was the' case in every now 
country. The Government were only anxi- 
ous to see the country opened up and set- 
tled. When Mr. Keith said that the Gov- 
ornn)ont had full information last scasion on 
the census question he was making an ab- 
surd and rash statement. Except himsolf 
and his oolleagues no one knew the informa- 
tion the Government had. However, no 
matter what the Government might do Mr. 
Keith and Mr. Foster would bo disaatiafied. 

Tho Premier ogain thanked them for the 
splendid reception ho had received and tho 
meeting dispersed.

ANTI TAX AGITATION. 

SiclUiiu I'eiisants Still Continue Thoir Agltii- 
tlous and Ocmoustratlons— An Italian 
Socialist Congress Called. 

BOME, Dec. 28. — Tho anti-tax agitation of 
the Sicilian peasants, and of tho lower 
classes qenerally in tiio Sicilian cities and 
villages, continues to sproid. News of 
Sicilian demonstrations and anti-tax dis- 
torbanoes are received almost oonstantly at 
Palermo. At Travnnsa, a town of 8,000 in- 
habitants, twenty-one miles from Girgenti, 
400 men sapposed to be members of the 
Fasoio seoret service, n revolutionary organ- 
ization, attacked the Villa of Prince Tra- 
bida, drove ofiE tho servants and took poaaes- 
aion of the buildings and grounds. When 
tho police threatened to interfere tho rioters 
Buid tliuy would burn down thg houses. In- 
fantry liave been sent fi'om C.tltauisotta to 
dieloilge them and restore order in the 
neighborhood. Tho revolutionary move- 
ment has spread from Monto Maggioro 
throughout tho wholo province of Palermo 
toward Lercara di Fro'ldi. Socialists are 
exhorting the peasants to resent the action 
of the government in sending the military 
to put them down, and to answer with 
force. 

Guiseppe Deflice, Socialist Deputy for 
Catania und founder of tho Faaoio, lius 
arrived at Palermo, where he will take part 
in a Socialist congress of all Italy. Thia 
congress will meet on January 1, and will 
ait for three days. The uliief aubjeota of 
diSGuasion will bo tho injustice of the tax 
system in Sicily and the general diacrimina- 
tion of the authorities against tho poor. It 
is fr^ared that this ooogress will greatly ao- 
celernte tho progress of the revolutionary 
movement. In several cities of tho main- 
land the infection of tho Sicilian unrest is 
beginning to be apparent. Naples is already 
threatened with street riots. Xwelve men 
have been arrested for inciting the people to 
disorder. In some of the commoner theatres 
agitators have thrown from the galleries 
programmes with these words printed In 
red ink : "Down with taxation 1" "Long 
Jive the Sicilians !" "Hurrah for Sooialisi:.!"

General Deuial of the Accusatious 
aud a Charge of Bad Faith 
Agraiust the Friucesa. 

Paris, Dec. 28.— Prince Colonna was 
aaked by tho United Press correapoiideut 
thia evening to give his side of the suit for 
separation. He said that he must decline 
to imitate the Mackaya by discuaaing family 
uflfaira in tho nowapapora. Ho was willing, 
however, to make a atatoment denying tho 
falaeliooda wliicli had been circulated, ho 
said, concerning him and hia friends. One 
of these friends made this statement in tho 
Prince's behalf : " The further adjournment 
of the suit is probablo, in fact it is likely to 
1)0 adjourned aa long aa I'rinceaa Coloiina'a 
lawyer has any pretext for deferring 
judgment. Tho Court's decision ia beyond 
([uestion uiiloaa the bench bo inllucnced 
by peraoTial regard for tho ilackays. Tho 
judge must admii. that they have no juris- 
diction. 

" Prince C )lonna," ho said, " is a lien- 
tenant in thu Italian cavalry, an Italian 
elector, anil ia an Italian landowner. He, 
douljtlesa, in actioiialjie in tho Italian courts 
but "not hero. Tho Princess having provi- 
sionally tho cliargo of tho children, whose 
guardianship really is tho object of tho 
litigation, ia not deairoua of hastening the 
decision of the French courts. The case 
could bo tried properly only in Naples, where 
the tribunal certainly wouUl refiiaetodeprivo 
a Prince, highly eateemeil in iiis country of 
the natural guardianship of his own chil- 
dren, in favor of a mother who ia foreign 
born. Thia wouid be true especially in view 
of tho Press campaign which has been un- 
dertaken against tho Prince and does not 
atop short o<'i-n of defaming hia character. 
Tho attacks made by tho Press upon tho 
Prince have aroused bitter feeling in the 
olllcial circles of Italy against 
the Mackays. As to the asaor- 
tion that the Mackays paid the 
Prince's gambling debts, and that the Prince 
sold hia wife's wedding presents to pay his 
living expeDses, I can say that they never 
paid a single centime of the Prince's debts. 
He would not have permitted it. Hia wife 
took away with her the wedding preaenta, 
together with her every other poaseaaion, 
she having a separate estate and receiving 
allowances from her Step-father. Prince 
Colonna has proofs that she drew tho 
money from the bank and spent or in- 
vested it eutirely by herself. The Priueo 
sold from the Paria residence only 
hia furniture, which he no longer needed 
here, as ho woa about to return to his an 
cestral palace in Naples, Hia personal ea 
tate ia amply sufficient, and has been ever 
since his marriage, to cover his personal ex 
pensea. Ho inherited a large amount of 
property. Tho story that he ia addicted to 
gambling is entirely unfounded." 

Prince Colonnii'a friend then rehearsed 
the Prince'a grievances against Mrs. Mackay, 
whom the Prince evidently considers re- 
sponsible for hia marital unhappinesa. Ho 
aaid that tho Prince (juarrclled frequently 
with hia mother-in-law and eventually for 
bade her to crosa his threshold. After 
alluding to the quarrel between the MaO' 
kays and Golonntia regarding tho future of 
the children, tho Prl:3C"'« fr'nnd enntinnnd ; 
"Three months ago, therefore, the Prineo 
decided to leave Paris, where his family 
were living in great style, and to return to 
Italy, reduce his household expenses and 
economize tsenerally, so as to provide for the 
future of his ohildren. A secondary reason 
for the change was that he wished to have 
his children educated in their father's coun- 
try and'learn its language, of which they 
were entirely Ignorant at the time 
and the Princess was believed by 
him to bo willing to follow out thia course, 
although she later appeared to disapprove 
of it and finally persuaded the Prince to 
retain a foothold at least in Paria. The 
Princesa packed and sent away several ar- 
ticlea, including the wedding presents. At 
the I'rinco'aauggestion certain articles in tho 
house were selected as souvenirs while 
tho rest of the furniture waa 
to be sold. They even discussed the de- 
tails of eatabliahing their household in 
Naples. The I'riuce, not anspectiog the 
truth, went out walking one afternoon, und 
when he returned from dinner was aston- 
ished to find that hia wife and children had 
vanished. On tho writing table there waa 
a note from tho Prince.ss, saying that she 
had lodged a demand with the Courts for a 
separation,"
